With coaches dark and doors locked, 
train No. 4eof the Geor- 
railroad, for Augusta, Charleston 
and Columbia, waited in the Union 
shed night, and in the vards a 
long row of switch engines stood idle 
with fires drawn.

6:30 o'clock when the strike order to 
all conductors and trainmen went into 
effect. So far as Atlanta was con- 
cerned, the Georgia railroad was ef- 
fectually tied up as the strikers had 
predicted.

ALL THE ARMIES 
BEING MOBILIZED 


Everything Indicates War Be- 
tween Turkey and Batkans 


London, October 1.—With the excep- 
tion of Roumania, all the Balkan coun- 
tries are placing their armfes on a 
war footing, but no steps have yet been 
taken indicating an outbreak of hos- 
tilities. 

A dispatch filed at Constantinople at 
11 o’clock tonight announced that the 
foreign minister was still without any 
communication from Bulgaria or Ser- 
via, and no definite move in the way 
of combined action on the part of 
the great powers has been made. 

Short of actual hostilities, 
the situation could hardly be worse. 
The report that Turkey has *decided 
to seize all Greek vessels in Turkish 
waters has an especially warlike ap- 
pearance, while it is further reported 
that Greece is about to proclaim the 
annexation of Crete—an act which 
Turkey has repeatedly declared would 
be considered as a casus Delili. 
TURKISH GOVERNMENT ORDERS 

MOBILIZATION OF THE ARMY 

Constantinople, October 1.—The cab- 
inet after a prolonged meeting to- 
night decided to order a partial mob- 
ilization of the Turkish army. The 
exact orders are for the present kept 
secret. 

The cabinet also rejected the Ser- 
vian demand respecting the transport 
of ammunition through, the Turkish 
lines. This action is in reply to a 
note sent to the Porte by the Servian 
minister, Dr. Nennadovitch, in which 
he requested the Porte either to sanc- 
tion the passage of ammtinition, at 
present detained Ly the Turkish au- 
thorities, or return it to France. 

Servia has now stopped consign- 
ments of ammunition from Germany 
for Turkey, while Bulgaria has sus- 
pended freight traffic between Turkey 
and Bulgaria and commandered all 
the cars for military service. 

The Porte now has decided to de- 
tain all Greek vessels in Turkish 'wa- 
ters in order to requisition their sery- 
ices for the transport of troops. 

Although no communication has yet 
been published by any of the Balkan 
states with reference to Macedonia, it 
ig the opinion of many diplomats here 
they will formulate a demand, which 
Turkey is certain to refuse.

The strike order was issued by Vice 
President T. A. Gregg, of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, and Vice Presi- 
dent -James Murdock, of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen, in charge 
of the local situation for their re- 
spective organizations. 

Order Is Obeyed. 

That the strike order has been gen- 
erally obeyed all over the Georgia 
railroad system is admitted at the 
general offices here. Under the pro- 
visions of the order, there were trains 
which moved until 10:30 o’clock to- 
night in pursuance to the clause pro- 
viding that they must be taken to the 
point of destination when started be- 
fore 6:30 o'clock, but that none of the 
late trains on any branches have been 
started. 

Locally the strike went into effect 
in a somewhat novel way in that 
there was absolutely no excitement 
attending it. The crews merely left 
their work, went to their homes and 
not even as many as half a dozen of 
them congregated to discugs the situa- 
tion. In about an hour quite a few 
of them were on the streets and at 
the places of amusement. 

The most serious handicap is to mail 
facilities and, so far, there appears 
to be no means of immediate relief. 

Last night Superintendent Brand in-

OUT OF RUNNIC 


Apparently He Has Been 
Dropped by Tammany Leader 


Dowling, Glynn and Sulzer 
Considered for Governorship. 
Murphy Uses Parker to De- 
feat O’Gorman for the Per- 
manent Chairmanship. 


Syracuse, N. Y., October 1.—This was 
elimination day for many aspirants 
for the gubernatorial nomination when 
the democratic state convention as- 
sembled here. 

Tonight Charles G. Murphy, leader 
of Tammany Hall, and those associated 
with him in control of the party or- 
gania@ation were weighing and analyz- 
ing the qualifications of three men as 
Party standard bearer—Justice Victor 
J. Dowling; of dew York; Martin H. 
Glynn, of Albany, the convention's 
temporary chairman, and Congress- 
man William Sulzer, of New York. 

Late tonight a boom was started for 
former National Chairman Norman A. 
Mack as a compromise candidate. Mur- 
phy and the leaders are not expected 
to decide upon the likely candidate 
until the convention assembles for its 
nominating session Thursday. The 
Tammany leader says the convention 
is to be unbossed. Mr. Murphy’s 
closest advisers argued toda® that the 
name of Governor Dix had been prac- 
tically eliminated from further con- 
sideration. It was said Murphy had 
found the opposition to the governor 
comes from too many quarters to be 
ignored. 

Parker Chosen Over O’Gorman. 

Murphy and the county leaderg were 
jubilant tonight because of an unex- 
pected victory in the selection of for- 
mer Judge Alton B. Parker for the 
convention’s permanent chairman over 
United States Senator O’Gorman, whose 
name has been put forward by anti- 
organization men. 

Those seeking to deal a_ blow to 
Leader Murphy and the state organiza- 
‘tion decided to make an issue over 
the proposal to name Judge Parker. 
When the permanent organization 
committee met, Frank H. Mott, of 
suggested the name of 
Senator O’Gorman, who is here urging 
that a progressive candidate be chosen 
and a progressive platform drafted in 
the interest of Governor Wilson's pres- 
idential campaign, in preference to 
Judge Parker. This precipitated an un- 
expected contest. 

The roll call showed 37 votes for 
Judge Parker and 5 for Senator 
O’Gorman. The senator later declared 
his name had been used without his 
knowledge, and he had participated in 
the conference recently which favored 
Judge Parker’s selection. 

May Fight Parker on Floor. 

The anti-organization men still con- 
tinued their opposition to Judge Par- 
ker, however, and tonight were con- 
sidering making a fight against the 
committee’s choice. on the convention 
floor. 

The platform being prepared is to 
be progressive in spirit, and is said to 
be satisfactory to friends of Governor 
Wilson here. Senator O'Gorman said 
tonight: 

“Everything is progressing satisfac- 
torily. The platform is a progressive 
one, and I hope to see a progressive 
candidate nominated to stand on it.” 

The 450 delegates heard Temporary 
Chairman Glynn today deliver the key- 
note speech of the democratic cam- 
paign, after which the convention ad- 
journed until tomorrow afternoon.

CENTRAL FIGURE 


Trenton, N. J., October 1.—Governor 

Woodrow Wilson was the central fig- 
ure in today’s democratic state con- 
vention, at which a state platform was 
adopted and candidates for presiden- 
tial electors nominated. The governor 
made a brief address to the convention, 
saying the main issue in the present 
campaign was the trust question and 
the, necessity for the elimination of 
monopoly. 
The governor was chairman of the 
convention’s committee on resolutions, 
which deliberated for nearly two hours 
and then presented a platform which 
was adopted without opposition. 

The platform gave a recital of the 

more important legislation enacted 
during Governor Wilson's administra- 
tion. It declared in favor of the elec- 
tion of United States senators by di- 
rect vote.

IN TRAIN WRECK 


L. and N. Passenger Goes 
Down Embankment—Eight 
Coaches Burned. 


Nashville, Tenn. October 1.—Two 
Pullman sleeping cars, four day 
coaches, and two express cars broke 
away from a rapidly moving Louis- 
vile and Nashville train near Elk- 
mont, Ala., early today, plunged down 
an embankment, then caught fire and 
burned, but every passenger escaped 
death and less than a score received 
minor injuries. An express messen- 
ger caught in the wreckage of his car 
was cremated. 

Flames spread so rapidly that occu- 
pants of the sleeping cars were com- 
pelled to flee in their night cloth- 
ing, abandoning their baggage. 

The train's locomotive did not leave 
the track.

David Bruce-Brown Dead; 
Car Turns Turtle on Turn; 
Mechanician Will Recover 


Milwaukee, Wis., October 1.—David 
Bruce-Brown, wealthy young New York 
sportsman, lost his life, and his mecha- 
nician, Tony Scudalari, was fatally in- 
result of an accident on the 
new Wauwatosa automobile 
course today on the eve of the 
running of the Vanderbilt cup raee. 
3ruce-Brown was driving his high- 
powered Fiat car 90 miles an hour 
when a rear tire blew out. The heavy 
car swerved into a ditch and the 
men and machine were ,catapulted di- 
agonally across the road and into a 
field. The men were thrown clear of 
the car, which 
air. It fell a tangled heap of wreck- 
age. 

Bruce-Brown’s skull 
his left lew was broken and he suf- 
fered internal injuries The top of 
Scudalari’s skull was crushed, his right 
broken and his body seriously 


was fractured, 


arm 
torn. 

The daring young driver died at 
Trinity hospital of hemorrhage of the 
brain three hours after the accident, 
having only partially regained con- 
sciousness for a few minutes. Sur- 
geons had trephined his skull on both 
sides in an effort to save his life. 

Caleb Bragg, Bruce-Brown’'s’ close 
friend: Ralph DePalma, Teddy Tetzlaff 
and other well-known drivers, stood 
weeping itn the hospital corridor as 
Bruce-Brown was wheeled from the 
operating room to a private ward. The 
hospital authorities withheld news of 
his death for an hour. 

Narrow Course Responsible. 

According to Bragg, an experienced 
automobile race driver, the narrow 
course here partly was responsible for 
the death of Bruce-Brown. He says 
that on a wider road the young driver 
could have righted the car after it had 
Much 
Bruce-Brown's fame came by 
drivers feared and was to @ large exX- 
tent responsible for his rise from help- 
er in the’ Fiat camp during the first 
run of the Grand Prix race at Savan- 
nah to pilot of the winning car in the 
renewal of the same race two years 
later over the Same course. 

Exceptions to the statements that 
the narrow course was largely respon- 
sible for the accident were taken by 
officers of the Milwaukee Automobile 
Dealers’ association. under whose aus- 
pices the races here are to be run. 
Referee A. R. Hardington aiso declared 
the accident could not be blamed on 
the course. 

“The accident was unavoidable,” said 
Mr. Hardington, “and the track was in 
nowise to blame It ts in excellent 
condition. The cast of the tire would 
have upset any machine traveling at 
that speed, no matter how excellent 
the course was.” 

The accident occurred while Bruce- 
Brown was a few yards behind Teddy 
Tetzlaff in another Fiat car. Bruce- 
Brown had just driven the fastest lap 
of the day's trials, and had set a new 
record of five minutes fifty-three and 
eight-tenths seconds for the seven and 
eight-tenths mile course. He was en- 
deavoring to better this record and 
had just attempted to pass Tetzlaff 
when the crash came. 

At the “Graveyard” Turn. 


Tetzlaff declared he did not hear the 
tire explode, but missed Bruce-Brown 
behind him as he slowed down to take 
the “gravevard” turn Tetzlaff at orce 
reported “Brown's out” to patrol judges 
at the stands. Meanwhile George Clark, 
one of the Mercedes drivers, discover- 
ed the plight of Bruce-Brown and 
Scudalari and telephoned for an ambu 
lance from nearby farmhouse, after 
giving ftirst aid to the injured men.

Milwaukee, Wis., October 2,—Chief 
interest in today’s opening session of 
the Co-Operative Safety congress cen- 
tered in an address prepared by 
Charles C. McChord, member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission.

The Polish Fowl. 


It is to be regretted that the Polish 
fowl—like many others of the old 
treeds that have come down to us from 
the past—have such muddled histori- 
cal records. None of them go beyond 
the Polish regard to this fact In 
the severaj varieties of the Polish 
fowls that we have today we find that, 
while we cannot trace them directly to 
any of the crested top knot fowls 
that we know existed in many of the 
ancient nations. we do know that as 
far back as history goes the people of 
these nations bred fowls that, in their 
general make-up resembled the Polish 
fow) of today. It ts well to remember 
that their name does not indicate that 
this has no reference to Poland as the 
place of their origin, but that they 
are called Polish hec ise wf the fact 
that they have a “poll,” or lump of 
fleah on the top of their heads on 
which the top-kKnot grows Top-knot 
and bearded fowls in the past were 
bred in China, Egypt, Russia, Turkey, 
Italy, Austria and in fact all over Eu- 
rope. One variety, known as Padna, 
was bred in Italy, and another in 
England was called Hamburg—only be- 
Cause they came from Hamburg and 
were mot in anv way akin to the Ham- 
burg fowl of today. The Padna was a 
very large fowl, built up like the old 
Shanghai—-very tall, long legs, = slim 
body, and were of all sorts of colors, 
non-setters, poor table fowls, but great 
lavers. They have large top knots, of 
pure white. black and mottled. They 
have a very decided Ortental appear- 
ance, and are thought to have. come 
from Malay. Those -bred tn all other 
eountries were smaller, and while they 
differed in many respects, they were 
alike tn this. Thevw were non-setters, 
aplendid layers, and only ordinary as 
table fowls.

mixture came the 
Polish fowl) that ts bred itn England 
and America today. American breed- 
ers in the fifties bred them up to a 
greater degree of perfection than could 
” found elsewhere, and then for some 
reason allowed them to go backward— 
jutterly some of the ‘prominent breeders 
took hold of them and brought them 
up again. The standard recognizes 
two varieties—crested, and crested and 
vearded In each of these there are 
pred several colors.

WAS OVERFED. 
Sunny South, Ala.— 

I have a chicken 
is choked, and its 
crop is very hard. Has been in this 
condition for two weeks. Can you tell 
me the trouble, and how to cure it? 

Answer—Your chicken has been 
overfed, and, as a result, it hag eaten 
more than could pass from the crop 
to the gizzard. I[f allowed to go on, 
the crop fails to act at all, and the 
fowl dies. You can try to cure it now, 
but after two weekes in this condition 
it will be a difficult matter. Where 
there is a fulness In a chicken’s crop, 
you should fill the crop with warm 
water, and then empty It by holding 
the head down until everything has 
run out. If one filling with water does 
not do the work, fill and empty it 
again. Then feed it with a little wheat 
brain and oats, and a little water, for 
two or three days. In case the crop ts 
very hard, cut it open on the _ top, 
empty it entirely, sew it up, and feed 
as above recommended
